The speaker suggested improve¬ 


ment in the domestic markets by rais¬ 
ing nutritional food standards for chil¬ 
dren and adults. Science has devised 
new methods of processing and pre¬ 
serving to widen distribution. Mod¬ 
ern transportation has brought for¬ 
mer inaccessible markets within 
reach. Chemurgy has produced indus¬ 
trial uses and a chemurgic branch 
should be established in the west. 

Farm Debt 

Commenting on the importance of 
settlement of farm debt, the speaker 
said: “This is a vital problem still 
facing the people of Alberta. Until 
some plan is established for definite 
and final adjustment of this situation, 
business, confidence and prosperity 
cannot be permanently restored. The 
Social Credit government failed to 
provide effective legislation for the 
adjustment or settlement of private 
debts. Instead of recognizing consti¬ 
tutional limitations of a provincial 
government and seeking some basis 
of co-operation with federal authori¬ 
ties to bring full force of both gov¬ 
ernments behind a plan of adjust¬ 
ment it continued postponing action 
by moritoria. Had positive action 
been taken during those years debtor 
farmers would not be in position to 
realize more fully on 'increased re¬ 
turns from farm products. 

It has been no kindness to fanners 
that the government by moratorium 
rnd debt protective legislation carried 
them along under the same debt struc¬ 
ture when a more equitable settlement 
could have been arranged. • 

Statistics show that a large number 
of men past 60 are still actively en¬ 
gaged in farming, with life savings 

tied up in their farms It has been Afab lding and 
impossible for them to dispose of 
property with any assurance of de¬ 
ferred payment being met. On the 
other hand there are many young men 
seeking farms who have not sufficient 
capital to buy on cash basis. 

“This could be immediately correct¬ 
ed through the Canadian Farm Loan 
Act by liberalizing conditions under 
which loans are made, with credit fa¬ 
cilities provided and particular consid¬ 
eration given young men. —-- 

“It is essential that new areas opr 
ened for settlement be preceded by 
roil survey and classification of land. 

Information as to size of a farm unit 
practical in a particular area is im¬ 
portant. It is unwise to permit un¬ 
sound establishment. Every means 
should be explored to distribute rural 
electrification to as many homes as 
possible. The cultural and social life 
of rural communities should not be 
overlooked. The community is the 
environment in which children and 
young people are reared. 

“To develop a western civilization 
worthy of the name we must begin in 
the farm home and community .and 
evolve from its life a civilization that 
will suit us and of which Vve can be 
proud.”

One drill 
go on to width of wheat sown very early 
around an infected field will trap saw 
high flies, then the strip can be destroyed, 
iiiid so the grubs killed about the mid- 
ilu- die of July. If fields are badly in¬ 
fected, one recon,mendation is to sow 
oats, barley and flax first and delay 
the seeding of wheat as long as pos¬ 
sible. Where the saw fly .infestation 
is 100 percent, it is recommended if 
possible to skip a jear in the sowing 
of wheat. 

Grain must be treated against smut 
or bunt. Treating with mercurial 
dusts--Ceresan or Leytosan—is the 
modern method. Its advantage is 
that the seed can be treated and stor¬ 
ed for several week* before seeding, 
so that actual sowing operations are 
not interrupted.
